4. If the plan permits op­ 
posite walls should have si­ 
milar groupings or at least 
they should appear evenly 
balanced in quantity and in­ 
terest.

Bishop Gives
Episcopals
Statement

The relationship of the 
Episcopal Church to the Na­ 
tional Council of Churches of 
Christ, in the United States is 
expected to be one of the ma­ 
jor issues under debate at the 
General Convention in De­ 
troit, Mich., starting Sunday. 
Sept. 1.7, and continuing 
through Saturdays Sept. 2f>.

In response to queries from 
Episcopal churches in the 
Diocese of Los Angeles, and 
Southern California, and from 
individual parishioners, Bi.sh-j 
op Francis Eric Bloy issued 
the following statement on 
the eve of his departure for 
Convention:

"Certain resolutions touch­ 
ing this matter will be intro­ 
duced in both houses of Gen­ 
eral Convention. In face of 
the serious criticism it is my 
sincere hope that the Nation-: 
al Council of Churches of I 
Christ will be reorgani/ed in 
such a manner as to preclude 
the continuances of practices 
which have brought, the or­ 
ganization into disrepute.

"If the above is not ac­ 
complished. I personally feel 
that the Episcopal Church 
should withdraw its member­ 
ship and all financial support. 
I shall support micli resolu­ 
tions in the House of iBshops 
and 1 sincerely hope that our 
delegates in the House of 
Deputies will support my po­ 
sition with their own votes.

"Please keep us all in your 
prayers as we grapple with 
the weighty problems of this 
Conpention. May the Holy 
Spirit guide us and deliver us 
from all semblance of petti­ 
ness and bitterness."
